SEC. 101. STRENGTH AND DISTRIBUTION IN GRADE.

Section 214 (33 U.S.C. 3004) s amended to read as

“(a) GRADES.—The commissioned grades in the com-
massioned officer corps of the Administration are the fol-
lowing, in relative rank with officers of the Navy:

“(b) GRADE DISTRIBUTION.

The Secretary shall pre-
scribe, with respect to the distribution on the lineal list in
grade, the percentages applicable to the grades set forth in
subsection (a).

“(c) ANNUAL COMPUTATION OF NUMBER IN GRADE.—
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“(1) IN GENERAL.—Not less frequently than once
each year, the Secretary shall make a computation to
determine the number of officers on the lineal list au-
thorized to be serving in each grade.

“(2) METHOD OF COMPUTATION.—~—The number

m each grade shall be computed by applying the ap-
plicable percentage to the total number of such officers
serving on active duty on the date the computation is
made.

“(3) FRACTIONS.—If a final fraction occurs in
computing the authorized nwmber of officers in a
grade, the nearest whole number shall be taken. If the
fraction 1s /2, the next hagher whole number shall be
taken.

“(d) TEMPORARY INCREASE IN NUMBERS.—The total
number of officers authorized by law to be on the lineal list
during a fiscal year may be temporarily exceeded if the av-
erage number on that list during that fiscal year does not
exceed the authorized number.

“(e) POSITIONS OF IMPORTANCE AND RESPONSI-
BILITY.—Officers serving in positions designated under sec-
tion 228(a) and officers recalled from retired status shall
not be counted when computing authorized strengths under

subsection (¢) and shall not count against those strengths.
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“(f) PRESERVATION OF GRADE AND PAY.—No officer
may be reduced in grade or pay or separated from the com-
massioned officer corps of the Administration as the result
of a computation made to determaine the authorized number
of officers in the various grades.”.

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may require
an officer who fails to meet the service requirements
prescribed under subsection (a)(1) to reimburse the
Secretary in an amount that bears the same ratio to
the total costs of the traiming provided to that officer
by the Secretary as the unserved portion of active
duty bears to the total period of active duty the officer
agreed to serve.

“(2) OBLIGATION AS DEBT TO UNITED STATES.—
An obligation to reimburse the Secretary under para-
graph (1) shall be considered for all purposes as a
debt owed to the United States.
